ADULTERY NO EXCUSE FOR MURDER. 


SaAcRAMENTO, May 5.—In the trial of 
Joe Hurtado, yesterday, for murder, 
Judge 8. C. Denson made a ruliug that 
is at once remarkable, and will, if sus- 
tained, change the entire policy of the 
law as ‘interpreted by the Courts in cases 
of homicide. Hurtado killed Jose Es- 
tuardo in broad day in the public street. 
The defence is that Estuardo seduced 
Hurtado’s wife, and the defendant in- 
troduced to-day a witness to prove that 
the defendant had stated to witness the 
facts relative to the infidelity of defend- 
ant’s wife. This brought this proposi- 
tion before the Court: Is the evidence 
of the adultery of the defendant's 
wife with deceased admissible be- 
fore a jury? The question was 
ably argued by C. T. Jones for the 
prisoner, and Grove L. Johnson for the 
edgy ee Jones cited all the rulings 
the Sickles, Muy bridge Schroder, 
and other cases for killing for the wife’s 
adultery. Johnson + lied, urging the 
Court to disregard all these and take the 
Code of California as his guide, and 
hold that such evidence is inadmissa- 
ble as an excuse for murder, and 
asked, “does the seduction of a man’s 
wife authorize him to kill the seducer?” 
Judge Denson made a ruling exclud- 
ing the testimony and sustaining the 
ition of Johnson. He said that the 
e must be his guide. He would 
regard the decision of other Courts 
only so far as in accord with his own 
views. Our law does not make seduc- 
tion an excuse for killing. Even if a) 
man caught another in an adulterous 
act with his wife, it does not make it 
an excuse, and if he kills under the 
ney of dishonor and in his rage, it 
uces the crime only to manslaughter.

The Reflections of One Who is in 
the Decline of Life. 


The Board of Sapervisors Eclipse the League 
of Freedom—Conspiracy Legally 
Defined—Hot Shot. 


Epttor Trams: The subscriber hereto 
has lived a good many years, has passed 
the summit and has begun his quiet de- 
scent to the valley of the river which 
is to be once, and once only, crossed. 
He has seen some queer sights in his 
lifetime, has traveled in and out of the 
United States, has read many books of 


books on history, travels and reminis- 
cences, on divinity and law. In fact 
the subscriber claims to be a man of 
learning as well as of vast practical ex- 
perience. He has witnessed some queer 
transactions in this queerly governed 
city and county, and he has marveled 
at the qneer ways.in which our queer 
Courts administer justice, and also at 
the extraordinary queer way our county 
and city officers discharge their duties to 
the queer people who were so queerly 
stupid as to elec? them. Bvt, of all 
the queer] things, act or proceedings 
that this innocent subscriber ever 


read of, heard of, saw, or dreamed of; 
the action of the Board of Supervisors, 
and their circular order on the Sunday 
law prosecutions is the queerest. It 
beats all. It beats Ireland. It beats 
Dutchland. In cold audacity it beats 
Greenland or Iceland. It beats Russia, 
Mexico, all Spanish America. It beats 
the Jews. Yes! in all truth, it beats 
H—l. The subscriber gives it up—his 
language and his learning fails. Jt out- 
does the League of Freedom, It beats the 
Whisky Rebellion when Washington was 
President, in which ‘‘a meeting of sun- 
dry inhabitants of Pennsylvania passed 
resolutions which set out—That a tax 
on spirituous liquors is unjust in itself, 
and ge upon the poor, ete.,’ and 
concludes, that ‘We think it our duty to 
persist in our remonstrances to Con- 
gress, and in every other legal measure 
that may obstruct the operation of the 
law.’ 

In his report to President Washing- 
ton, Alexander Hamilton, the great 
apostle ot American Freedom, uses the 
following language of and concerning 
he preamble above quoted: 

“The idea of pursuing legal measures 
to obstruct the operation of a law needs 
little comment. Legal measures may 
be pursued to procure the repeal of a 
law, but to obstruct its operation pre- 
sents a contradiction in terms. The op- 
eration or, what is the same thing, the 
execution of a law, cannot be obstructed 
after it hgs been constitutionally en- 
acted, without illegality ‘and crime. 
(Trials of the Western Insurgents, 
1795, p. 107.) : 

What crime could the great Hamilton 
have meant when he used the above lan- 
guage. Did he mean conspiracy? Let 
us see: 

“The crime of conspiracy according 
to its modern interpretation may be of 
two kinds, namely, conspiracies against
